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HALIFAX, Nova Scotia — Divers bat- 
tling murky, choppy seas found crucial 
.clues on the ocean floor Sunday — one of 
the two flight recorders of Swissair Flight 
111 and three large pieces of wreckage 
behoved to be the plane’s fuselage. 

It was a major breakthrough for investi- 
gators, who previously had gathered little 
roncreus evidence to shed light on why the 
MD-li jetliner plunged into the sea 
Wednesday, killing all 229 people on 
board. 

Another search team, using airborne gas- 
detection equipment, said it had located 19 
concentrations of human rerfiains on the 
seabed. Douglas Copp of American Rescue 
Team International said it was too early to 
tell how many bodies might be at those 
locations. 

Vic Gordon, die chief crash investigator, 
said the flight-data recorder retrieved by

types of technical data that could help 
explain why the plane’s cockpit filled with 
smoke and why the pilots’ emergency con- 
versation with traffic controllers was cut- 
off six minutes before Ihe'crashT 
The so-called black box and the wreck- 
age were found five miles offshore at a 
depth of 190 feet by divers working with 
hand held sonar devices. Gcrden said the 
12 divers were able to work at that depth 
for only about seven minutes at a time, with 
their visibility limited to about 30 feet. 

Divers will continue searching for the 
second black box — the cockpit voice 
recorder that would reveal other noises in 
the cockpit in addition lo the already avail- 
able conversation with controllers. 

The flight-data recorder was found near 
the three large pieces of wreckage. 

“Some of them are squashed. It’s in very 
poor shape, but it is visible and it looks like 
an aircraft fuselage," said Capt. Phil 
Webster, a navy spokesman. 

Help for the searchers was on its way. 
The USS Grapple, a U.S. Navy rescue and 
salvage ship that assisted in the deep-sea

investigation of the TWA Flight 800 crash 
in 199G, embarked Sunday from 
Philadelphia, bound for the search area. 

The ship, expected to arrive Wednesday, 
carries equipment capable of lifting 300 
tons, plus more than 30 divers able to 
reach depths of up to 190 feet. 

On land, victims’ families and residents 
were still trying to come to grips with the 
tragedy. More than 300 family members 
have flown to Halifax from New York, the 
plane’s starting point, and Geneva, its 
intended destination. 

“This has been a horrible week,” said 
the Rev. Richard Walsh, pausing to choke 
back tears in his sermon at St. Peter’s 
Anglican Church in a coastal town near the 
search site. 

Tm sorry, HI be OK,” he told his con- 
gregation after a pause. 

The Swissair plane crashed 16 minutes 
after the pilots reported smoke in the cock- 
pit and decided to attempt an emergency 
landing. The plane started toward the 
Halifax airport, but made two sharp trims 
as it tried to descend and dump fuel.

Budget office 
expects more 
black ink 

WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s big 
imd getting bigger. For the first 
time since Calvin Coolidge was 
president, it’s not an era of feder- 
al budget deficits people are talk- 
ing about but — wonder of won- 
ders — and era of federal sur- 
pluses. 

In the blink of an eye, otic of 
red ink are giving way to o ceans 
of black. Not only is the budget 
forecast to be in surplus this year 
— a feat last accomplished 29 
years ago — it’s expected to say 
m the black for years to come. 
The Congressional Budget Office 
predicts an eyepopping SI .6 tril- 
lion in surpluses over the next 11 
years. 

Even though there have been 
right years with n budget surplus 
since 1930,- Coolidge was the lug 
president to show a surplus enr-li 
year he was in office. 

But just how sure of a thing are 
estimates of surpluses to come, 
especially now that the stock 
market has plunged from its lofty 
heights? On that question hang 
nil of Congress’ hopes and 
dreams. 

Private economists generally 
view the assumptions underlying 
the estimates as reasonable, 
unlike previous periods when 
politicians cooked up rosy eco- 
nomic scenarios to produce myth- 
ical surpluses. 

“The CBO projections are not 
overly optimistic,” said Stanley 
Collender, a budget expen at 
Fleishman-Hillard Inc. “They are 
based on what most people would 
consider very moderate assump- ' 
dons."” 

But still, Collender notes: “A 
lot of things can upset the apple 
can. Any forecast beyond next 
year is a mathematical exercise 
with more questions than 
answers." 

First and foremost among the 
things that could go wrong is a 
recession. Hie CBO has no reces- 
sion in its outlook over the next 
10 years. The current economic 
Qxpansion — already in its eighth 
year — will be the longest peace- 
time recovery in history if it lasts 
until December.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
protracted GM strikes, the cur- 
rent standoff between Northwest 
Airlines and its pilots and other 
displays of power have increased 
the visibility of America’s unions, 

. .which are striving to legaia-the 
dou t they once wielded. 

Union leaders point to recent 
organizing victories, break- 
through settlements for tele- 
phone workers, a pair of major 
National Labor Relations Board 
derisions and a string of political 
wins as additional evidence .that 
labor is on the rebound. 

“Unions are more visible than 
they have been in a long rime ” 
said AFL-CIO President John - 
Sweeney. ‘'They're probably more 
aggressive than they ever have 
been in the history of our country." 

But underlying the advances 
that unions are celebrating this 
Labor Day are some sobering 
facts; Despite efforts to recruit 
new workers, union membership 
rolls have continued to decline. 
Despite increased political mobi- 
lization, the chances of returning 
Congress to the control of labor- 
friendly Democrats is remote. 

Sweeney, who came into office 
three years ago promising to rein- 
vigorate the movement, recog- 
nizes that organized labor has yet 
to enjoy many tangible benefits 
of a resurgence. 

But he argues that changes in 
attitudes nmong union leaders 
and members, and new commit- 
ments by several affiliates to 
devote major resources to organiz- 
ing, should begin to pay off with 
increased union membership rolls. 

“Hopefully, well reflect some 
growth over the next several 
years," Sweeney snld , 

Labor unions have struggled to 
maintain their ranks. Last year, 
when more than 2.8 million jobs 
were created, AFL-C10 unions 
recruited 400,000 new members 
but lost at least as many old ones. 

But labor's share of the work- 
force dropped to 14.1 percent, 
down from 145 percent in 1996. *

•A new study released this 
Labor Day, however, suggests 
that these allegedly malcontcnd- 
- ed 20-somethings may fit fnto the 
workplace better than employers 
previously thought. It just takes 
some t raining. " 

According to a survey by The 
Gallup Organization, employer- 
sponsored training and education 
is a major attraction for Gen Xcrs 
looking for jobs. And workers say 
they're more likely to stick with 
companies that invest in such 
programs. 

Workers most wont computer 
skills, followed closely by train- 
ing in communications and man- 
agement skills, according to the 
survey. 

And while a majority of baby 
boomers and even the most 
senior employcos said they 
appreciated training, members of 
Generation X gave on-the-job 
education the highest marks. 

“Employees want more train- 
ing than they are getting," said 
Christine Sullivan, a spokes- 
woman for the three companies 
that commissioned the Gallup 
survey. 

“People in Generation X view 
training as a way to improve 
their chances of getting promot- 
ed,” she added. 

“The United States alone 
spends something like $60 to $70 
billion a year in workplace edu- 
cation and training and we 
thought it was about time to ask 
people who arc receiving it if 
they are receiving any benefits,"

RICHFIELD - A teacher who 
has taught in Richfield School 
District for 16 years faces termi- 
nation based on administrators’ 
claims that she improperly 
instructed students to retake 
portions of a standardized test. 

The School Board is scheduled 
to decide in a dosed meeting on 
Sept. 15 whether to fire third 
grade teacher Lane Anderson, 

56. District administrators, rep- 
resented by Boise attorney 
Cumer Green, maintain 
Anderson violated professional 
ethics. 

Tbe issue was aired last week 
during a public hearing before 
the School Board. 

Anderson requested sorting 
out the matter in public rather 
than during a dosed meeting, 
said attorney John Rumel, who 
represents Anderson on behalf 
of the Idaho Education 
Association. 

“She fdt that she had nothing 
to hide, and she also knew that 
the community was very con- 
remed about what was happen- 
ing to her," Rumel girf 
The argument boils down to 
whether Anderson violated r ules 
in May, when she allowed three 
of her students to retake parts of 

the Iowa Test of Basic Skills. 

The rales allow retesting when 
there is reason to believe stu- 
dents haven’t taken tests serious- 
ly, such as when students ran- 
domly fill in answers. In this 
case, at least one student had 

left a section blank and two oth- 
ers produced only a couple cor- 
rect answers. 

If a teacher thinks a student 
should retake the test, rules 
require deciding the matter 
through appropriate school chan- 
nels, Green said. 

Green says Anderson should 
not have decided on her own to 
retest the students.

BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Members 
of the Western Governors 
Association have created a new 
word to describe their doctrine of 
seeking middle ground in envi- 
ronmcntal debates. 

“Enlibra” is loosely pulled from 
the Latin words “cn” and “libra,” 
meaning to move toward balance. 
The governors hope the word and 
the environmental doctrine it rep- • 
resents will steer the West away 
from the polarization that has 
dominated resource debates.

tional symbols. 

“The trouble is there are no 
sy'nbojs for the middle," said 
Utah Gov.

TJie room emptied suddenly as 
the 'peaceful night was shattered 
by the report °f a gun and the 
o mtsfortunate cowboy. 

. P lc than was shot and killed 
m the saloon, dragged up the hill 
and burled.” said Barrett, of 
roc former caretaker at 
ValTey-Vu Ccmeteiy. 

■ 3J*e unknown victim's grave is 
atUl marked by a solitary rock, 
which stands today. 

Barrett said he doesn’t know 
thetoan’s name. 

“l^lany years ago some of the 
old-timers told me the story and I 
think of it whenever I mow 

around (the rock)," he said. 

The Barrett cemetery tradition 
began with Bnrrett’s fathcr-in- 
“w. ■ David Hutchison. In the late 
ISfifls Hutchison was the first 


family member to work there. He 
was instrumental in removing 
sagebrush, leveling graves and 
planting grass. 

y cars - Ma urine Bauer 
of Malta has lived at the base of 
the cemetery. She said she 
remembers watching Hutchison 
and his wife Stella, working to 
make the cemetery what it is 
today. When Hutchison’s age 
required his retirement in 1971 
Barrett began working. 

Over the years, Barrett spent 
countless hours in the graveyard 
with his wife and children 
Barrett’s daughter, Kaye Barren, 
said she and her siblings grew up 

playing quietly in the cemetery 
while waiting for their father to 
finish mowing. 

Clarence Barrett taught his 
children respect for the ground. 
They were allowed to roll down 
the hill, play around the trees but 
never walk on the graves or 

climb on the tombstones. 

“At first I was really afraid of 
the cemetery,” Kaye Barren said. 

I wouldn’t be out there unless 

someone was with me, but I grew 

to love it" 

One evening, Clarence Barrett 
and his wife, Velda Barrett, were 


moving sprinkler pipe in the 
cemetery. As they stood on \he 
hill overlooking Malta, she com- 
mented on the beautiful view of 
the valley. 

Later when the cemetery 
board sponsored a contest to 
name the property, Velda Barrett 
remembered the sight, entered 
the name "VaDey-Vur in the con- 
test and won the JS priie. 

.Russian olive trees, requiring 
Clarence Barrett’s persistent 
grooming, border the cemetery. 
One evening he had spent sever- 
al hours trimming the trees by 
the highway. As it grew dark he 
became tired and decided to sit 
against a headstone while wait- 
ing for a ride home from his 
wife. 

He heard a car traveling up the 

road and was certain his rule had 
finally arrived. When he got up, 
Clarence Barrett realized it 
wnsn t his wife. His silhouette 
ttaidnd the driver who ran into 
the large gravel pile ncn.to the 
cemetery. 

“I guess they thought they had 

seen a ghost," he said. 

Clarence Barrett suffered a 
stroke in 1982, and he has since 
cut back his work at the ceme-

toy. Wien his daughter returned 
home from a Mormon Church 
mission in South Carolina, she 
decided to keep the cemetery tra-

"I don’t do it for the money 
because there isn’t much,” she 
said. “But the pay doesn’t mat- 
ter.

Baxter said the Barrett family 
exemplified dedication to the 
work. She admires the family’s 
spirit, which shows itself as the 
fourth generation steps in. 

Clarence Barrett’s granddaugh- 
ter Shana started moving sprin- 
kler pipe and is making a com- 
puterized map of the cemetery.

“I don’t show any (perfor- 
mance) dotes in Washington," 
said Daddies manager Howard 
Libcs. “Washington, D.G, is the 
closest thing we’ve got."

“I don’t think 
my kids arcgoing to want to take 
this over. They’ll see a 40-hour 
work week, free weekends — 
that looks pretty attractive.” 
Thomas Reeve, Box Elder 
County extension agent, said the 
money situation now is whnt 
keeps most sons or daughters 
from taking over the family farm.

Instead, Christensen’s last crop 
will be asphalt. He said he's keep- 
ing his ears open for a chance to 
sell his land to a developer. 

James Barnhill, the Weber 
County agriculture extension 
agent, said a lot of parents aren’t 
encouraging their children to 
take over the farm. It’s no longer 
expected that a son will take 
over. Barnhill said parents would 
rather see their children in a 
secure job, not one that is a dail y 
gamble. 

And many farmers take on 
other jobs to make their econom- 
ic situation more secure. In fact, 
the Utah Agricultural Statistics 
Sendee reports that in 1992, only 
46 percent of farms supply the 
farmer his or her primary 
income. 

Christensen runs a construaitx] 
business on the side, building 
farm buildings. Other farmers 
teach school when not fanning or 
turn their farms into “hobby 
farms” where thev inn 


imu noooy 

farms where they just farm on 
the side, for fun. 

Scott Hansen, a sheep rancher 
in Fielding, served in the Air 
Force, worked at Westminster 
College and for the Utah Transit 
Authority before he “retired" to 
the family ranch. Now he collects 
retirement and leases most of his 
2,600 acres to other ranchers 
while raising his own sheep 
bucks for breeding. 

He said his kids are busy mak- 
ing a living, but three are inter- 
ested in running die over 100- 
y ear-old ranch. The problem is, m 
farm that used to support eight 
families won’t support even o ne 
now. 

So with three of his six kids 
interested, Hansen is waiting fix- 
one of them to say they’ll move 
out to Fielding and run the ranch.

But, I’ve found, 
the harder you have to work at 
this, die less interested they get.

Manual labor is still required, 
but farming is becoming more 
mechanized with better iechnok>- 
gy, Barnhill said. With larger and 
more efficient equipment, fe w er 
people are needed to tun tbe farm. 

Farms are also getting larger. 
Christensen said when more 
crops are taken to market each 
year, that can mean a lower sell- 
ing price.

a SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Income tax has topped sales tax 
Ss the leading revenue source for 
state government, apparently for 
roe first time. 

The Utah Tax Commission esti- 
Oyrtes that income tax accounted 
(or $138 billion, or 35.7 percent 
of the state’s $3.9 billion budget 
yi the 1998 fiscal year, which 
eidpd in. Juno. Sales tax made up 
•125 billion, or 32.4 pcncen L 
MThe figures do not include fed- 
eral moneys or state-levied prop- 
?rty taxes, which are used to sup- 


plement school funding. Also, the 
analysis only indudes the state’s 
4.75 percent sales tax, not local 
sales taxes which range from an 
additional 1 percent to 3 percent 
depending on the county. 

According to a report by the 
National Conference of State 
legislatures, other states have 
also seen an increased depen- 
dence on income taxes. 

In 1970, income taxes account- 
ed for about $1 of ever $5 collect- 
ed by states, according to NSCL 

research analyst Jen Grooters. By 


1997, $1 of every $3 states col- 
lected came from income taxes. ' 
Grooters* report said the trend 
is due, a t least in part, to the pro- 
gressive structure of many state 
tax systems. Those structures tax 
higher-income, individuals at 
higher rates. That causes inform 
tax revenues to grow at a faster 
pace than sales taxes. 

Utah has a more regressive 
income tax than many states — 
with the marinmm 7 peremtrate 
kicking in at relatively low 
i n com e levels. The result is that 


two of three Utahns pay the top 
rate. 

On the other hand, Utah is one 
of just 12 states that impose a full 
sales tax on food. 

Utah economist Michael 
Christensen said an important 
trend not reflected in the NCSL 
study is the shrinking reliance of 
states nationally on property 


Property taxes are the most 
unpopular of the major taxes, 
and one which most states are 
backing away from.

‘ton to the patient’s face and 
needs, whether they need the 
bone infra ctured or not," he said. 
You need to taper the nose and 
adjust it according to the 
patient's facial shape." 

To infracture, Smith explained, 
means to fracture the nasal 
bones if they nre wide, and 
squeeze them a little to narrow 
. the nose. . 

Some people have unrealistic 
expectations of nose jobs, he 
said, and come to him with pho- 
tographs of a nose they would 
hkc. But he said it is necessan- to 
work with what the individual 
has. 

"You can put a little skinny 
nose on a person with a wide 
L j cc >” he said. "And to me it 
- doesn’t look good.” 

Smith first asks the patient 
what the problem is with his/her 
nose. Then, using a mirror, he 
describes what he feels would 
moke it look better on the indi- 
vidual’s face, and what method 
and changes would enhance it. 

“You wont a nose that is 
improved, but not drastically 
changed so that it looks like it > 
doesn’t belong on their face,’’ he 1 
said. w

With the 
advent of newer techniques, it’s 
- become possible to take larger 
volumes more safely. 

• Smith uses external ultrasound 

(XAL) as an adjunct to this pro- 
cedure. Fluid is injected and the 
area treated with high-powered 
ultrasound, which helps soften 
the tissues and the skin to con- 
tract. 

People are bom with a certain 
number of fat cells, he explained. 
Those divide a little during infan- 
cy, a little at puberty and then 
only divide again if the person is 
grossly obese. Otherwise, cells 
just increase in size. 

With liposuction, the surgeon 
pulls out cells, so that an area is 
permanently changed. 

"You leave some cells, but if 
you were to gain weight you 
could gain some in those areas 
that were suctioned, but more in 
areas that weren’t, because of the 
function of the cells.” 

The best candidate for liposuc- 
tion is someone who has a fea- 
ture that stands out front the rest 
of his or her form. Areas of this 
kind arc more amenable to the 
procedure, and will have the best 
results. 

That turned out to be the mo. 
for Wye.

The ideal candidate for breast

Cosmetic surgery 
particularly of the breast, should’ 
not be undertaken just for some- 
one else.

cant others notice this too.” 
Pregnancy can leave a lot of 
stretched skin and muscles 
stretched apart in the middle. 
Depending on the patient’s 
needs, Smith can a do mini- 
abdominoplasty, which is to 
exaso skin below the navel, or, a 
full abdominoplasty, which takes 
away the skin above the navcL 
With that procedure, tissue 
above the muscle is elevated and 
brought down. The belly button 
is relocated and the muscle wall 
tightened up, getting rid of a lot 
of skin, fat and stretch marks. 

Before doing plastic surgery, 
Smith said, he discusses the ben- 
efits and tries to cover as many of 
the risks as possible, so the 
patient is made aware of what 
can happen. 

Probably one of the biggest 
risks with plastic-surgery is 


skin loss. 

Sometimes vascularity is inade- 
quate and some skin is lost. Quite 
n bit of skin is removed, and 
sometimes an edge of it will not 
survive. That’s greater problem 
in diabetics and smokers. 

“I like people to know what 
they re doing and what to 


expect,” he said. “I like to see 
people at least twice before a 
procedure, and I like to have the 
person who is going to be a care- 
giver afterward to come in and 
educate them.”

A few days ago, 9-ycar-old 
Laquone Moultrie of Hartford, 
Conn, was walking on his way to 
play basketball what he spaaed a 
crow. He watched that bird .mr,? 
he was close, and when he got 

near enough he tossed an aaxn at 

it just to see what would happen. 
When the bird took off, t 
laughed and slapped his leg. 

It was just a regular city sum- 
mer day’s exchange between 
nature and a little boy. Of course 
he would be going to play basket- 
ball, and of course he would want 
to annoy birds along the way. A 
new and growing body of
